They may be confidently as- 
sumed to be the tremendous mass 
of rifles, cannon and aircraft 
which the Soviets possessed at 
the end of the great war. Most of 
these now are obsolete. New auto- 
matic rifles and carbines 
been developed by all major na- 
tions. All attention has not been 
given to guided missiles and atom- 
ic bombs. Even the jets of a few 
years ago are not suited to war 
between the great powers. But, 
in the hands of small nations, 
where three or four aircraft may 
decide a war, they are of enor- 
mous value. (The Guatemalan 
army, under Communist direction, 
actually was tied down and made 
immobile by two propellor air- 
craft of the light-bomber type in 
the revolution which ousted the 
Reds.) 

The Soviets can export great 
amounts of surplus arms, air- 
craft and surplus technicians. 

In this connection the citizen 
should not overlook the recent in- 
creased concern on the part of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
industrial leaders over the lack of 
science students in

Are Seldom Wrong 


Twelve hundred people will lose their 
tives in highway traffic accidents during 


the two-week Christmas and New Year 


holiday period, safety experts are pre- 
dicting. Another 30,000 will be injured 
in traffic mishaps alone. 

With two long weekends in prospect— 
both Christmas and New Year's Day fall 


on Sundays—sorrow will come to more 
than 30000 American homes. 

About “390 people will die over the 
Christmas weekend,” the Associa- 
tion of Casualty and Insurance Com- 
panies, “and 410 more during the New 
Year's weekend. Another 400 probably 
will die in the intervening week.” 

Speed and alcohol, say the experts, 
will be a contributing factor in more 
than one-third of the accidents. Other 
expected causes, in order of their fre- 
quency, will be driving on the wrong 
side of the road, reckless driving, failure 
to yield the right-of-way and falling 
asleep at the wheel. 

Traffic congestion will add to the toll. 

“When a motorist loses his temper,” 
the report calmly says, “and tries to 
make pp for delays by speeding, it is just 
a mater of time until he contributes 
to the traffic tcll.” 

It’s time now to begin thinking about 
it. These predictions have proved re- 
markably accurate in the past. It is not 
a pleasant thought that you, too, might 
become a statistic this year but the un- 
pleasant fact is that you certainly may— 
unless you exercise a little restraint and 
self-control.

At Least Our Slums 
Are Well Publicized 


For many years progressive Ameri- 
can cities have been taking advantage of 
the federal government’s urban redevel- 
opment and renewal program. 

Federal funds are made available for 
the municipalities to clean up and clear 
out their expensive and disease breeding 
slums and rebuild them into healthy, 
income producing sections. 

Where does usually progressive At- 
lanta stand in the ranks of cities that 
have been rejuvenated? Close to the 
bottom of the list. The most recent bulle- 
tin of the Central Atlanta Improvement 
Association tells the story neatly: 

“For the ’steenth time Atlanta’s fa- 
miliar three slum areas have been spot- 
lighted for urban renewal. Back in the 
early ’'40s Housing Authority pointed to 
the same areas. Metropolitan Planning 
Commission (“Up Ahead,” February, 1952 
and “Now—For Tomorrow,” September, 
1954) spotted about the same areas. 

“The Joint Planning Board récom- 
mends that the city apply for federal 
survey and planning funds for all three 
projects. Mildly, a federal official said 
his office had never received two or 
more applications simultaneously. 

“We can’t make the decision as to 
which project should have priority. But 
our guess is that Uncle Sam is not going 
to make it. Some authoritative Atlanta 
body has the responsibility of saying: 
‘This one has top priority.’ Then maybe 
we can get going.”

Human Conservation 
Comes Before Others 


A special legislative committee is com- 
pleting its work on a bill to institute a 
statewide probation system for. Georgia. 
The bill will be submitted to the next 
General Assembly. 


The group has been studving the 
question for several months and has 


worked closely with Hugh Carney, chair- 
man of the State Pardon and Parole 
Board. Mr. Carney, like nearly everyone 
who has studied the matter, is an advo- 
cate of probation, not only for its humani- 
tarian aspects but also because of the sim- 
pie economics of the question. 

Except in a few urban counties which 
their own probation offices, 
Georgia lacks any system whereby first 
offenders, or nonhabitual criminals can 
serve their sentences except behind bars. 

The result is a prison population 
crowded almost past the point of endur- 
ance, plus the conversion behind prison 
walls of many: amateur and accidental 
law breakers into professionals with a 
somewhat justifiable grudge against so- 
ciety. 

A well-administered and well-planned 
probation system should reduce the num- 
ber of those in jail by allowing first 
offenders and others who can be salvaged 
to serve their time outside, at work, and 
under the supervision of the courts. This 
is good sense on a dollars-saved basis. 

It is even more important from the 
point of view of lives and homes saved. 
Until recently, Georgia apparently has not 
been nearly as interested in the conserva- 
tion of its human resources as it has been 
in the conservation of its soil.

One just can’t get away from 
taxes; they’re everywhere, Chief 
among them, of course, is the in- 
come tax, which through payroll 
deduction comes galloping into our 
pocketbooks each week. But taxes 
aren’t just with us weekly, or 
monthly, or whenever the payroll 
deduction comes along — they're 
with us daily. 

Uncle Sam—like many 
has his own sales tax. This levy 
is known nationally as the excise 
tax, a device applied either at the 
retail or at the manufacturers 
level. Either way, we pay it in the 
end. 

As soon as one gets up in the 
morning and turns on the, light 
(10 per cent tax on the bulb), the 
excise tax is with us. If we turn 
on the radio, it has us again (ra- 
dio and TV, 10 per cent).

Have a cigarette? Federal tax is 
seven cents per pack, and there's 
a 10 per cent tax on the cigarette 
lighter. The refrigerator and all 
electric and gas appliances repre- 
sent a 5 per cent excise tax. And 
the day has barely started. if we 
kiss the wife goodbye, and she’s 
wearing lipstick, we run into taxes 
again (10 per cent on toilet ar- 
ticles).

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (®—-Know who's the most feared bat- 
ter in the National League? 

He's Ted Kluszewski, hard-hitting 
Cincinnati Redlegs. 

This was revealed today with the release of the official 1955 
National League averages which, for the first time, listed 
intentional bases on balls. Kluszewski drew 25 intentional 
walks, the most in the league. Eddie Mathews of Milwaukee 
was next with 20 and Duke Snider of Brooklyn had 19. 

The circuit's slugging title went to Willie Mays of the 
New York-Giants. He wound up with a .659 mark on 382 total 
bases in 580 at bats. Willie also made off with the slugging 
crown in 1954. 

Snider finished in the runnerup spot behind Mays with a 
.628 average. Then came Mathews with .601, Ernie Banks of 
Chicago with .596 and Kluszewski with .585. 

Mathews drew the highest overall bases on balls total, 109, 
while Cincinnati’s Wally Post struck out the most times, 102, 
and Don Mueller of the Giants fanned the fewest times, 18. 

Banks shattered two of the 11 major league season records 
eclipsed in National League play. The Cubs’ stalwart hit five 
home runs with the bases filled and the most home runs for | 
a shortstop, 44.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16 |(?—Directors of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation today recommended a package 
program to aid cotton growers. 


The board of directors of the 
nation’s largest farm organiza- 
tion approved a seven-point pro- 
gram. 


The action was taken one day 


after the annual meeting of the 
AFBF endorsed a flexible svs- 
tem of price supports for major 


crops. Cotton state representa- 
tives had sought to get approval! 
of a return to the old system of 
price supports pegged to 90 per 
cent of parity. 


COULD AID PROSPECTS 


Charles B. Shuman, president 


of the federation, stated: 
Although cotton farmers are 
confronted by one of the most 


critical situations they have ever 
faced, immediate action on this 
newly developed, well rounded 
program will make the long 
range prospects bright. The forth- 
right action dealing with cotton 
will be vigorously supported by 
AF BF.
